oo
Agriculture for the Coast Lands,

At the quarterly meeting of the South
Carolina Agricultural Society, held in
Charleston on the 11th inst., there was
read a very interesting report from a
committee appointed at a previous meet
ing to take into consideration the present
condition of the low country of the State
and to make suggestions towardsan im-
provement in the system of agriculture.
The matters discussed are of so impor-
tant a nature to all dwellers on planta-
tions in this region, that we only regret
want of space precludes the publishing
of the entire report. The conclusions
arrived at by the committee are in
brief as follows:

The coast lands have always been
considered and arc to-day the most
productive and valuable in the State, and
the same intelligence and encrgy that in
former times brought crops of rice, indigo
and cotton to the parfection they reached,
will if turned in  a new direction, meet
with equal suceess. No country can
prosper long that depends upon one erop.
alone and to ensure prosperity such crops
must first be planted'as are suited for howe
use, and after that all that can be raised
for esport. The countries of the world
corresponding with us in femperature are
the south of Spain, France, Italy, Greece,
Turkey in Europe, Syria. partof Chira,
India and Japan, and most of the crops
and fpmits belonging to those countries
can be grown here.

These consist of wheat, barley, maize,
rice, oats and rye, wine, silk, sugar,
cotton, hemp, flax, jute, madder, tobaccos
olives, oranges. lemons, figs, almonds
dates, and other vegetables, and fruits,
(onsidering the importance of the wheat
erop as an article of food it appears that
while the consumption «f that grain
amounts to two million five hundred
thousand bushels a year in this State
only about six huudred thousand bushels
are produced here, leaving unesrly two
million bushels to be brought from other
parts of the country, and costs ns the sum
of three million dollais annually.

Now if we can raise our own wheat this

money would remain at home and would
build flour mills, barrel factories, and ina
dozen ways add to the prosperity of the
State. ‘

Experiments made within four miles
of Charleston show a product of 18 bush®
els per acre of wheat, 37 of oats, and 4
tons of bay, while a quality of rye was
raised which at the Produce Exchange in
New York was pronounced superior to
any on sale there.

In conclusion the committee recomend-
ed: First, That the Society should urge
the planters of the coast counties to turn
their attention to the cultivation of small
grains and grasses.

Second: To make as public as possible
the results of the system tried near

Third That a careful and reliable
planter should be selected in differcnt
localitics on the wain land and the'islands
and be induced to cultivate ten or twenty
acres, following the system tried near
(Charleston, an't if neeessary guarantee
such planter against loss if his experi-
ment proved a failure, requiring cach to
keep an accurate account ot the progress
of the experiment, the cost of preparation,
condition of weather &ec during the growth
and harvest of the erop.
